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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 3, 4, 7, 11, and 15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3, 4, 7, 11, and 15 recites the limitation "said module" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim, 
"said module" should be -said application module-. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)).

4. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wright 
et al U.S. Patent Number 5,903,572. 

Re Claim 1 , fig 2 teaches 125 (a connector) for connecting 200-1 (interface) to 
Communication processor (an application module); ISDN transceiver (a receiver) for 
receiving HDLC frame (See col. 10, lines 50-64) providing set-up commands for B 
channel 131. 

Re Claims 2, 1 0, and 14, fig 2 teaches at least four channels (1 31 ) in the TDM 
bus, wherein ISDN is full duplex. 

Re Claims 3 and 7, fig 2 further teaches the computer 14 coupled to the terminal 
adaptor 100. 

Re Claims 4, 5, 8, 11, 12, and 15, fig 2 further teaches the analog telephone 15 
coupled to 1 00 connected via RJ-1 1 (a connector). 

Re Claims 6, 9, 13, and 16 refer to claim 1 , wherein the signaling is performed in 
the ISDN D-channel and data frame on the B-channel.
